frontiors, have olarmed and 
vshocked oficial India, No 
wonder Mr Nehru now uses 
fighting words.

areus in complete defiance of 
Mr Chou | En-lal’a much 
favoured five principles of 
peaceful co-existence and 
reportedly mtussed troops on 
Indian frontiers.
